GALLANT CospUcT or A POLICEMAN —About the hour 
of seven o'eloek on Saturday evening last,a man named 
Bracken, from Durrow, near Tnilamore, supposed to be 
intoxicated at the time, got into the river at the corner 
of Mrs. Kelly’s house, adjoining the bridge over the 
Town River, leading to High-street—there being a 
rapid flow of water, owing to the heavy rains of the pre- 
vious night.

Tue Pamernucer entirvep “ Tue Pore AND THE Con- 

aness.”’—We received late last night a private com- 
munication from a well-informed Correspondent in 
Paris to the effect that the minions of the French 
Government are industriously and energetically denying 
that this celebrated pamphlct—unanimously ascribed to 
Imperial aspiration—was written with the knowledge or 
concurrence of the Emperor. It is added, that the Im- 
perial course with regard to Italian affairs in the Con- 
yress will be very different from that shadowed forth in 
the pamphiet question. This is not at all unlikely, and 
of course, if that is to be the Napoleonic cue, the 
occupant of the Tuilieries will have no difficulty in 
repudiating all hand in the pamphlet, and, if need be, 
“swearing” it too, as he swore to uphold the Republic 
when he came into power. It is not improbable that he 
may have begun to shrink from carrying out his intended 
policy with regard to the limitation of the temporal 
power of the Pope, just as he suddenly got frightened 
the midst of the war with Austria, and ingloriously 
aid almost viteously sued for peace from the very party 
vhose troops were to be expelled from the Alps to the 
Adriatic. But whatever may be Louis Napoleon's course 
of procedure in the coming Congress, and however vehe- 
meatly he may deny the parentage of the pamphlet re- 
ferred to, that pamphlet undoubtedly owes its existence 
to his inspiration.—Morning Advertiser,

THE LATE ELOPEMENT IN HIGH LIFE. 

In the Observer of last week it was mentioned that 
there had been, during the week, two elopemants, which 
would likely occasion considerable scandal in the fa- 
shionable world. Unfortunately the statement then made 
was only too correct. A married lady, possessing in 
her own right £15,000 per annum, moving in the first 
circles. her husband a member of Parliament, has 
thought fit to go off with her footman, leaving her hus- 
band a note, in which she consigns to his care her two 
children, and regrets that her passion for her paramour 
compels her to follow the bent of her lascivious incli- 
nation. The hushand has already adopted measures to 
obtain a divorce from a lady who has allowed her feel- 
ing to get the better of her reason. Under the new 
acta portion of this lady’s property can be settled by 
the court on her children. ‘This is one case. 

The other case is more deplerable still. A millionaire 
in Kent and a large landowner had a daughter upon 
whom he was prepared to bank his fortune. ‘This young 
lady was wooed ani won by the curate of the parish in 
which she resided. The reverend gentleman wished to 
make her his wife, but her father resolutely refused, 
and eventual’y she was induced to marry a rich Dutch 
merchant. Upon her marriage her father settled 
£100,000 on her. ‘The lady was married about four 
years, and a fortnight since eloped with her former ad- 
mirer, the parson. Both cases are bad enough, but of 
the two the last lady seems the most culpable under 
circumstances, and the case does not speak much for the 
morals of the curate. 

The following paragraph from a morning paper states 
the names of the parties in the first case in question: — 
“Tt has already been announced that the wife of Mr. J, 
H. Gurney, M.P. for Kieg’s Lynn, has eloped with her 
fuotwnan. ‘The lady in question was the daughter of the 
late Richard Gurney, by whom sho had a fortune of 
nearly £15,000 a-year, absolutely secured to herself. 
Sire was considered the richest married woman in Eng 

land. All this fortune she is now free to dispose of as 
she likes—in enriching, if she chooses, the fortunate 
flunkey whom she has chosen as the partner of her 
flight.”

The ship Hermione, Captain Towill, which arrived on 
Thursday, at Liverpool, left Macao 10th November. On 
the 17th November fell in with the ship Accrington, 
hence for Caleutta, in latitude 1 degree 40’ North, 
longitude 31 degrees 31’ West. ‘This vessel made sig- 
nals to the Hermione, and requested the latter to heave 
to, and the Accrington would send a boat on board her. 
The Hermione hove to, and a boat came on board her 
with the second officer, who was in charge of the 
ship. He reported that the master and first officer 
of the Accrington had died two days previously ; that the 
vessel was taking out soldiers’ wives and children to 
Calcutta ; that many children hal died on board ; and 
that the belief on board the Accrington was that the mas- 
terand mate had been poisoned. Captain Towill requested 
this officer to make a written report for him to take to 
England, but he declined to do so. Captain Towill then 
sent on board the Accrington to know if the doctor of 
the vessel had any report to make, and for the log-bcok 
of the Accrington. The doctor sent a letter which he 
requested Captain Towill to post on his arrivel. The 
log-book* was brought on board the Hermione, and an 
extract taken from it :—" TuesJay, November 15.—11 
35 a.m. thought it very strange the captain did not 
come on deck, as was his usual custom. I inquired of 
the stewards if he had called the mate, when he 
answered that the mate was sick, and could not be 
seen. The doctor coming on deck at the time, I told 
him to tell the captain that the sun had dipped, and 
he said he would do so. At one p.m. I was called 
down into the cabin, and found the capiain lying 
in the water closet; the doctor had him removed 
into the saloon. The doctor and chief officer also 
very ill; affected the same way as the captain— 
revere cramp, attended with vomiting and purging. 
The steward also taken ill in the same way, but 
not to such an extent as the doctor, captain, and mate. 
Any prescription that the doctor ordered was carried 
out. At two p.m. captain worse, and gradually sank, 
having lost his speech for the last half hour, till three 
p.m.,when he expired, the doctor and first mate still suffer- 
ingsevercly. I then thought it advisable to confine the 
cook and steward. I did not think it safe ta keep them 
at liberty, as I had strong suspicion that something had 
been putin the cabin breakfast. At eight p.m. the doc- 
tor and mate were slightly better; but between the hours 
of eight. and twelve the mate had a relapse for the worse, 
and, notwithstandiog all that human skill could de for 
him, he gradually sank till a quarter-past six, when he 
expired. After consulting the doctor, it was decided 
that the ship should put into Rio de Janeiro to get 
assistance.” Mr. Cunningham reports upwards of fifty 
deaths among the children by measles and scarlatina, the 
disease at present abating.—“ Liverpool Mercury,” |

Tue Press.—At the meeting of the Romsey Labour- 
ers’ Association, Lord Palmerston, in proposing the last 
toast, said, [ rise to do homage to that which may 
properly he said to be one of the wonders of modern 
civilisation. [mean “ The Press.” (Cheers.) If any 
man compares now a newspaper published in the last 
century with one of those wonderful sheets we read 
every day, the contrast is the most striking that the 
mind of man canimagine. The quantity of information, 
the talent of dissertation, the amount of news of every 
kind which we now find in almost every newspaper we 
mect with, is really one of the most striking proofs of the 
progress which the human intellect has made in the days 
inwhich we live. It may feally be put in competition 
with the steani engine and electric telegraph, but there 
is one part of the functions of the press which, beyond 
all others, has improved of late years. I have heard 
that towards the end of the last century there was a 
man named Woodfall who used to publish debates; 
‘and how did he do it? It is said that he used to 
go to the gallery of the House of Commons, listen atten- 
tively with his face in his hands to what passed, go 
home, drink two pots of porter, go to bed, get up next 
morning, and from his dreams and his recollections 
make out what hecalled areport of adebate. (Cheers.) 
Now-a-days, so marvellous is the ability and so won- 
dertul the rapidity with which the reporters take down 
what men say, that if speakers are not very careful the 
reporters take down what they had much better not have 
said. (Iaughter.) I remember a very worthy M.P., 
an Irish M.P., Mr. Richard Keene, who oiice complained 
that the reporters in the gallery had not done full jus- 
tice to a speech he had made the night before. The re- 
ply he received had, perhaps, more of sharpness than 
civility in it, for it was-—“ Mr. Keene, we made the 
best specch we could for you, but, if you are not satisfled 
with our endeavours, the next time we will report 
what vou do say. (Loud laughter.) And, whatever 
you may think ofit, we suspect your friends will hardly 
relish the infliction.” (Laughter.) Now, it is quite 
marvellous to see the accuracy with which debates in 
the House of Commons are reported. When the 
speeches are such as are calculated to attract attention 
they are reported word for word as they are uttered, 
and how it is possible for the human hand to follow with 
such rapidity and such exactness I am at a loss to con- 
ceive. | once, as maily others have done, began to 
learn shorthand, but I confess that I found out two dif- 
ficulties which turned out to be quite insurmountable.

day of December, by the Right llonourable Sarah So- 
phia Child, Countess of Jersey, the relict, the surviving 
and sole acting executrix. ‘The personalty was sworn 
under £50,000. ‘The will was made in 1848; the fifth 
and sixth codicils on the 26th of September, 1859, a week 
previous to his death. He had attained his eight y-sixth 
year. ‘The estates, farms, and land at Middicton and 
Upton he bequeathed to his son, then Viscount Villiers, 
who only survived his father 21 days. His estate at briton 
Ferry, Glamorganshire, he has bequeathed to his Coun- 
tess.

great reform measure. We presume that the object io 
be attzined by thus splitting up the unfortunate reform 
bill is that some one or two of the component measures 
may be treated as open questions, and thus that Mr. 
Gladstone and his frien!s, if they and the Russell sec- 
tion cannot agree in the minimum qualification for a 
borough vote, may at least agree to «iller on that point 
without making siipwreck of the other provisions of 
the plan, or cowpelling the administration to abandon 
office.

all foundation in truth than the wildest delusions of te 
wildest lunatics. For reasons born of this experience, 
he let the thing go by. But since Mr. Leigh Hunts 
death the statement has been revived in England, The 
delicacy and generesity evinced in its revival are for the 
rather late consideration of itsrevivers. ‘The fact is this. 
Exactly those graces and charms of manner which are 
remembered in the words we have quoted were remetr 
bered by the author of the work of fiction in que 
tion when he drew the character in question. 
Above all other things that “ sort of gay and ostente- 
tious wilfulness “” in the humouring of a subject, which 
had many a time delighted him, and impressed him as 
being unspeakably whimsical and attractive, was the 
airy quality he wanted for the man he inveoted.
